He has been a 
siifrerer from tliroat trouble for a long 
time past, and Iuih been at death's dour 
for weeks. Ho was born at Southanip- 
toii in 182U. When only nine years old 
he gained his lirst medal at the Society 
uf Al ts, Ilia Huhjeet being " I'izarro 
seizing the liicas of Peru." Hia first 
e.Khibited pieluro was shown at tlie 
acailomy in 1816, and was followed bv 
" I >iinBiaii's eiiii.'-fiaries seizing tjiieeii 
Kigiva," and a cartoon at the Weatmin- 
Hler Hall coiniielitioiis. Then followed a 
long series of pictures down to IS'.)1. JIo 
was decorated with the Legion of Jloiior 
in 1S7.S, and in hS.Sl was appointed a 
Irtistee of the A'alioiial PortiaiD tiallery 
in place of the late Dean Stanley; in 
ISm he was elected as a foreign associate 
of the Freneti Academy of ine Arts in 
place of Dupre, the Italian sculptor, lie 
was made a baronet in 1886 on the re- 
ciiiiiineiidation of Mr. Gladstone, the 
liurtrait of whom, exhibited in 1879, is 
cuiiHidered one of Millais' finest eSbrtg.

It is semi-otliciallv stated that there is 
no truth in the report jmblished by the 
Daily Chronicle that Great Britain and 
Russia are on the point of reaching an 
agreement to save both Armenia and 
Crete from Turkish oppression without 
disturbing the peace of Europe, which 
agreement, it was added, would involve 
the presence of a Russian army in Ar- 
menia and a British fleet at Crete, to 
guarantee Turkish compliance with the 
terms of the iigreiuiient. It is stated, on 
the other hand, that there is great dis- 
coid aiiiDiig the jiowerri as to the meas- 
ures that sliould be adopted rcL'ariliiig 
Critte. Kussia, it is further asserted, is 
showing a marked disinclination to allow 
great pressure to be brought to bear upon 
the Sultan. 

The AfteiiiiiiHle announces that Dr. 
Nansen, the .\ relic explorer, has arrived 
at Vardo island, Norway, on board the 
steamer Wind ward, which recently went 
to I'raiiz .losef land in order to bring 
hack tlie.Jackaon-l''arnworth expedition. 

It is feared that serious trouble is im- 
pending at Aslianti, It is reported that, 
the Keranzar and othi^r tribes have 
joined Cliiei Saiiiory with the object 
of expelling the BrilLsh from Comassie.

" Increase of cholera in Egypt" is the 
principal feature of a report recently for- 
warded to the United States govern- 
ment by Surgeon-General Wyman, of 
the marine hospital service. " Notwith- 
standing the measures taken liy Hr. 
Rogers I'l'sha," says the report, "the 
pronortioris of the cholera oulhreak 
show that the disease has got 
beyond the control of the san- 
itary authorities. It is no reflection 
upon Rogers Paalia or the members 
of the staff who are assisting biin, to 
suggest that the cholera has got out of 
hand. l*'or nine months they have 
fought with an energy thnt gained for 
them recognition in al' '| uarters of the 
country. So long as llie infected areas 
were comparatively small, the eflbrts of 
the limited staff of European doctors at 
the disposal of RogerB Paeba were auffloi- 
ent to stamp it out in place after place. 
Now, however, the dimensions of the 
outbreak forbid the poasibility of any 
successful attempt to stamp out the dis- 
eaae. To show the futility of any hope 
of arresting its course at present, during 
the week before last fresh outbreaks oc- 
curred in sixty-nine diflerent places, 
and last week in eighty-seven. During 
the seven days up to August 1, l,!i00 
deaths were reported, and in the follow- 
ing six days 1,700 deaths. 

The Turkish government has finally 
rejected the demands of the Christians 
of Crete except as far as the provisions 
of the Halcpa donvention and a general 
ainnesty to insurgents are concerned.

DEMOCRATIC LEADERS. 

Bryan and Sewall Korniniiy Nolilieii 
Their Selection as Presidential 
Candidates. 

New York, Aug, 13. — Madipoii Square 
Garden, where William ,1. Bryan, of 
Nebraska, and Arthur Sewall, of Maine, 
were formally notified of their nomin 
ation by the Democratic party for the 
oflTice.sof PreeideiUand Vice-President of 
the United States, was yesterday 
thronged by Ihousande. lught years 
ago Grover Cleveland had been there 
notified of his selection to lead a second 
time the (Campaign of Democracy, but 
the speculation attached to all these 
events had been but shadows compared 
with the fierce light of curiosity which 
beat upon last night. President Cleve- 
land had been a personage familiar to 
New York, but the young leader who 
had come out of the West to plant his 
standard in the field of the enemy, as he 
called it, was only a name in this city. 

Gov. Stone, of Missouri, read the no- 
tification from printed strips, but his 
voice carried to almost the entire part of 
the hall. His statement that the con- 
vention was convened under the call of 
the Democratic national committee, was 
a truly Democratic convention, and 
evolved a platform of Democratic policy, 
was received with applause, while his 
reference to the Republican platform as 
an upholder of a foreign policy called 
forth hisses. He presented the formal 
address to Bryan, and the governor 
placed in the Nebraskan's hand a roll of 
p.irchment hearing the notification. 

Mr. Bryan formally accepted tiie can- 
didature and entered" into an extended 
exposition of the party platform. Mr. 
Sewall also made a brief address. Both 
gentlemen expressed themselves as cer- 
tain of receiving the vote of an over- 
whelming majority of their fellow citi- 
zens. 

Lo.NDO.v, Aug. 13.— The evening papers 
this afternoon reproduce copious ex- 
tracts from Mr. Bryan's speech at Madi- 
son Square (iarden. 

The Pall Mall Gazette has a column 
leading editorial on the subject, headed : 
"The buhhle bursts itself," saying: 
" His managers have discovered that it 
is unsafe to estimate him at more than 
fifty cents to the dollar," concluding 
with ttie remark that " the gold stand- 
ard mav breathe freely." 

The St. James Gazette, referring to the 
income tax feature of the speech, says : 
"If Mr. Bryan collides witli the Supreme 
court be will frighten away more citi- 
zens than he would by financial or econ- 
omic excesses." 

The WestmiuHter Gazette, in a finan- 
cial article this afternoon, rt^fers to the 
speech made yesterday evening in Maili- 
son Square Gardens, New York, by Wil- 
liam ,1. Bryan, and says: "Bryan's 
speech will certainly not increase con- 
fidence in the minds of investors. It is 
replete with financial heresies and will 
oauBO investors everywhere to desire to 
withdraw their money from the United 
States wdiile they are able to obtain gold 
in payment for debts. Should the free 
silver party be elected gold will undoubt- 
edly be driven out of circulation and a 
premium would at once be demanded by 
those possesaing It. 

" We do not believe individuals would 
take advantage of the political dis- 
honesty proposed by the Democratic con- 
vention, whereby even existing contracts 
calling for the payment in gold will not 
lie valid when free coinage is carried. 
It is, however, certain tluit railroads, 
owing to largo ainounts of gold debts, 
would, with a premium on gold, be made 
to meet interest obligations, temporarily 
at any rate, and would be forced to pay 
some of their debts in currem-y or be- 
come bankrupt. Eeara of such a con- 
tingency render it extremely difiicultto 
sell anv but tlio highest class of Ameri- 
can railway bonds at the present time. 
Still it is hoped the Eastern electors ap- 
preciate the dangers ahead and will sup- 
port the candidates pledged to maintain 
the gold standard, otherwise we are 
likely to witness a crisis unequalled in 
its severity." 

On the stock exchange Americans 
opened weak, owing to the strong disap- 
proval of Bryan's speech.

their money into mining coinpanios 
without any personal knowledge of their 
merits. 

The author I refer to remarks as fol- 
lows :•" There is one jieculiar feature 
connected with the business of mining 
investments. Go to a business man and 
show him any other enterprise in which 
with a medium amount of » risk he is 
assured a profit of 20 per cent, and he 
will give it his most surioua considera- 
tion. Yet the Baino man, even though 
the moat cautious of investors, will buy 
stock in a mine he knows nothing iil)out 
at ten or twenty cents on the dollar 
without even asking what amount the 
mine is capitalized at. After investing 
possibly thousands of dollars lie will not 
go a day 's journey to inspect the i)roperty 
and see where his money is being put or 
send someone else to examine into the 
matter I'll his private account. As often 
as not he has no jjersonal ui'iiiiaintance 
with the men he entrusts with his 
money and does not even look up their 
record or standing. Apply the same 
method, figuratively, to another busi- 
ness and it will be seen at once why so 
many mines which might be worked to 
pay on a capitiil of say one hundred 
Ibousand ciol lars are stocked for a nnl- 
lion and i-caicely uorked at all. An un- 
s.'rnpnlous company hiiVH a mine 
and expends perhupa $'_'(), OOO on 
purchasi' and lloating same. They ca|>- 
itaiizi: the thing at perhaps a million 
ilollarn and iiller the stock at say HI 
cioits a dullar share. They need 
only two-liltlis of the stock to make one 
hundred per cent, jjrofit ami still own 
thriH'-l'fUiH iiitc-est in tin: mine. Xi 
other bciiiess but railroad nianiiuila 
t ion or suirar trusts can show Bucli pro 
lits. No leiritimate business can be ex- 
pected of sucii a company, and aijpar- 
etitly the public is to blumo, because 
they will treat mining investn)ent8 in a 
manner directly the opposite of that ac- 
corded to any other offered." 

The American system of forming com 
panics, not to devcdop the mines but to 
act as a laimp to draw the money out of 
the i)eo])le's jiockets into tliose of un- 
Bcriuiuioiia ficlieniers, is the method 
copied by some of the Trail C"re 
niining coini)nnies incorporated at 
.■Spokane and \'ictoria. .'^inii)le i)eopl 
are told that il they invest they will 
doul)ie tiieir money in three tnontlis liy 
the rise in iniiiing stock, whcicas the 
experience of Colorado and other Slates 
demonstrates that in nineteen instances 
out of twenty they are sure to lose their 
money.

The Bulloon and Its Appointments— 
PersouiKil of the Hardy 
Voyagers. 



Tlie iiieii of iitteiiipling to i-eacli the 
Pole hy bulloon is one Prof. Aii'lree has 
had ill his luiuJ lur eouie years, In 
1876, when on his way auross tlie At- 
lantic, he was struck by the rcRuhirity 
of llie trade winds. This led liiiii to re- 
flect upon the possibility of iiiukiiif; long 
balloon voynj;i'8, 1111(1 espcciiLlly of uroa- 
BinR the AtUuitii: from iMirojie to Am- 
erica. The iiii|iosaibility, however, aa 
ho thought, of getting the money for 
sucli an eiiLerpriae caused the idea to bo 
practically laid iiside until 1 S!'-. ThtMi 
the spleiiilid feat ol Nordun.-jolil, and the 
exploits o( other h^\vedinh eciiMitista iuid 
explorers in the Arctic re<;lori.s, excited 
in Mr. Andree the desire to do koiiic- 
tliiii)JC with the balloon in the same 
rcf^ioiiH. lli'iire iirone the idea of util iz- 
iiijX tlie ballnon to crosg the polar region, 
and perliapa to reach the Pole. 

Up to this time his study of balloons 
had been mainly theoretical ; but now 
he commenced e 'periinenting practic- 
ally with them. He tiriit of all made 
some trips with the Norwegian aeronaut 
Cetti. The experience of balloon navi- 
gation aci]uireil duriug these trips 
strengtbeiiod Mr. Aiidree's belief in the 
possit)ility of reacliiii}; the Polo hy air- 
8liii)8, as well ua bis resolve In make the 
attempt if he could yet the nieiuis where- 
with to (it out his expedition. Baron 
Norileiisjold , llu; celebiated Arctic triiv- 
ellor, BU|)portcd him warmly, ai d be 
had not long to wait for the money. 
Pie esti mated that he would re- 
quire iu all Bomethlni; like £7,2-0. 
Towards this sum one Swediah gentle- 
man, Mr. Alfred Nobol, gave ,f:;:i,4t)0. 
The King immediately increased it by a 
gift Iroui bis private purse of .£1,730; 
Jiaron Dickson atUled an ecjual amount; 
and a private individual in Stockholm 
brought the amount up to the required 
£7,220 by a donation of £300. Tliia i)rac- 
tically closed the subscription, Imt (Jol. 
Sellstioeoi, a patriotic Swede, of l!uenoH 
Ayres, sent iin additional £200, iia be 
it, " for extras that are sure to be re- 
quired."

The balloon has 
no valve lit the top, as ia generallv the 
case, but has inutead two on opposite 
Bides of the equator, anU a third at the 
appendice.

It opens l>y a 
preesurc equal lo ten millimetres (about 
4 in.l of water, utid lets out superfluous 
gas. The upper valves are opened liy 
lines attache<l to them on the inside, 
and pa.-.-iiii: ibnnigh the balloon near to 
the aiitoiualii' valve. The upper end of 
the balloon is protected by a cap of var- 
nish(!il silk.

The guide-ropes are trailed after tbe 
balloon, of course, in a lino with the 
direction in which it ia going. If the 
eiul of the rope be inoveil right or left in 
the hearing-ring, the balloou will at 
once turn round a u equal distance in the 
opposite iliiectioii, so as still to keep it 
exactly in its wake. 

The bulloon carries three sails. They 
are attached to bamboo spars lying 
across the bearing-ring, and beneath the 
balloon proper. One is inaide the ropes 
that support the hearing-ring, wdiile the 
other two are outside the ropes, pre- 
senting in all .'^00 siiuare feel to the 
wind. The sails are .suspended by broad 
straps from the top of the balloon, the 
straps being held in place by being 
threaded in and out ot the netting.

The basket, or gondola, is circular in 
shape, about live feet in depth, anil six 
anda half feet in diameter. The lower 
edge on one aide is cutiuvay, so that if it 
strikes the ground it will not turn over. 
Tbe edge thus shaved away ia the one 
facing tbe direction the balloon is going. 
The basket is provided will: a strong 
wicker-work liil, in wdiicli is a trap 
door large enough lor the exit and en- 
trance of the travellers, whose sleeping- 
place ia in tho basket. Only one per- 
son, however, will sleep at a time, the 
other two being in the meantime at 
work in the " observatory," as the space 
immediately above the basket is called. 

It only remains to refer to the 
" trawl," the collapsible boat, ' and the 
sledeea, to finish with tlu^ balloon and 
its v.ii ioua li xiiign and appai aius. The 
boat ia twelve leet in letigtb tiy four 
feet in breadth; the framework of it 
IS of ash, and the covering of silk, the 
same as that of tlie balloon. No nails 
are used in its construct ion, the keel, 
ribs, etc., being tied together with sin- 
ews. It carries three persona and (iilO 
k I liiL'ra 111 ines (abniu l,;!2.'i imuiids) of 
iiei^'lil. Two men can put it;togetlier in 
sixJiiims, and it is so light that any of 
the parly can carry it without help.

A FAK-REACUma QUESTIOX. 

The iiiiti-IMoni,'olian iigitiitora in this 
proviiicu seem to think that ihu Govern- 
ment of the Doiiiiiuoii, if it coiiiea to the 
cou(;hi.~ioii tliut tlie Cliiiiese lunl .lapiin- 
eae iire not desirable inuuit;rnnts, hna 
nothing to do but impose a head-tax 
which will effectually prevent them 
settling in any part of the Dominion. 
But this is a mistake. There is much to 
be consiilereil hi'fore the (iovernineiit of 
the Dominion Inkea nieasiiri;.s to exclude 
the citizens of any state or the siilijeela 
of any iiionaridi with whom Great 
Britain has diplomatic relations. 

It will be seen by the attention that is 
paid to Li Htinfr Chang, the leading 
statcanian of China and the trnsted 
aervuiit of the Kinperor, tliat the 
i'. litiHli (iovi'rnment ia moat de- 
airoiia to maintain friendly re- 
lationa with the JOmpire of Cliinu. 
If Count Ito or any high officer of tiie 
Japanese Government paid a visit in his 
otiicial i-apai'itv to Great Britain he 
would he received with equal lionor and 
would receive the same attention from 
I'vejyone eoniiecled with the (iovern- 
iiient. There are reaaons of atate why 
the representatives of these two Asiaiie 
nations should be received in Great 
Britain with every mark of respect. 
Loaving the laws of hospitality out of 
tne c|UeHlion, it ia to the intereatof Great 
lir itiiin to remain on friendly terms with 
Cliina an<l .Iapan,:in<l it followH that it 
is iifzainst her interest to treat the otiicial 
leprese.itative of either nation with dis- 
courtesy. For the same reason it is 
against the interest of Great Britain to 
treat eitiier the subjects of the Kinperor 
of China or the Kinperor of Japan in a 
manner whii;h the ( lovernmentH of the 
t vvo eonntrie.s m:iy have good reason to 
look upon as iinl'i-ieiidiy. 

tf the Government of China or (lie 
tiovernment of Japan enacted a law re- 
quiring eveiy British subject who went 
to China or Japan for the purpose of re- 
siding there or doin;; ba."inu.«8 there to 
pay a ta.x of fifty or live hundred dollais, 
would the (.iovei niiient of ( irctit Britain 
look upon tills as friendly trealinent, 
and would it feel disi)osed to grant China 
privileges and favors in matters of traile. 
Would it not be natural for the British I 
Government to Hay to the ( iovernmcnt ; 
of Chimi: "Noll havt! discrimijiiilcd ' 
af,'ainst the men of inir nation in the 
matter of imiiiit,'ration and yoti must 
consequently not tliink it liard if wedia- 
criminate against you in this and other 
matters." It must not be forgotten that 
nations have feelings as well as indivi- 
duals, and that it is not their habit to re- 
turn good for evil. If, then, it ia to 
Great Britain'H interest to reimiin 
on friendly terms witli China and to 
have the intereourat! between the two 
nations ua mutually prolitable as it can 
be made, is it probable that Great Britain 
would like to see the subjects of the 
Emperor of China treated in any British 
colony jn a way which she may have 
good reason to believe to be prejudicial 
to her interests'.' 

But it will be said that in tliis matter 
Canada is independent of Great Britain 
and can make what laws ebe pleases with 
respect to the admission of Ghineao immi- 
grants. This is not so clear as some of 
our friends think it IS. It must be re- 
membered that Great Britain is held 
responsible by foreign govornmonis for 
the treatment that their suljjects leceive 
in the colonies. If a Frenchman, or a 
German, -or a Russian is injuriously 
treated in Canada the French, or the 
sGerflMtn.or the Russian Goyerament will 
ajpJjljTiio.the Government q£ Great Bril- 
ain- for explanation or repardlioiiV 



And flo it is with the Chinese Govern- 
ment. It will bo the Government of 
Great Britain and not the Government 
of Canada that will be required to 
account for any laws enacted by the 
Dominion Parliament which the Chi- 
nese Government may regard as in- 
jurious or offensive. This being the case 
are not Canadians, we ask, bound to 
conaider the interests of the Mother 
Country in their treatment of foreigners? 

" If audi ia the jiosition of Canada," 
some of our .nnti-Mongoliau countrymen 
may say, " the sooner we cut our con- 
nection with Great Britain the better." 
But a little reflection will show our 
friends that becoming independent of 
Great Britain will not, so far as the mat- 
ter of Chinese immigration is concerned, 
mend the matter in the least. Canada 
independent will have to keep up 
friendly relations with China and Japan, 
or it may suffer loss and incon- 
venience. A Canadian Government 
would think twice before it otl'ered 
Cliina or Japan what either of them 
might consider an insult. We have ii 
notion that if Canada were independent 
the Mongolian grievance would be 
greater than it is now instead of less. 

Then there is a third alternative. We 
might jiiiii the I'nited States. In that 
case t'anada woulil be ])owerlcss. It 
would have to anbmit to any ]iolii'y 
which the I'nited .States Government 
ini^'ht consiiler it expedient to establish. 
The United States is quite as anxious to 
be on friendly terms with China and 
Japan as is Great Britain, or aa Canada 
would be if slie were independent. If 
ttiose coimtriea insisted upon being 
Ircalcd liy the I'liiled States as tlic I'n- 
ited Stales treats other countries, aa 
China iiiiglit and as Japan certainly 
would, if the Japaneae were discriininat- 
eil against, tlm United States, would 
perhaps reluctantly, find it expedient to 
acknowledge the justice of their claim, 
and the anti-Mongoliana in this part of 
the world would be in jireciaely the same 
position as regards the Mongolians as 
they are now. 

The question as our anti-Mongolian 
friends see is a difficult one to handle, 
and in diacuaaing it there are many 
thin<,'a to be considereil that were appar- 
ently lost sight ot by the gentlemen who 
discusseti it so warmly the other day in ] 
Nanaiiuo. When intelligent men dis- 
cuss an important question of this kind , 
there ia no use in looking at one side of 
it only. Let it be viewed in all its ! 
aapecta, and then, when a conclusion ia i 
arrived at, it is likely to be a reasonable 



ME. FIELD/NO'S SPEECH. 

The speech delivered by the Hon. Mr. 
Fielding at Shelburne, N.S., was a neat, 
pleasant and politic deli verance.but there 
was nothing distinctively Liberal in it 
I from the first word to the last. If the 
Hon. Mr. Foster had been the speaker 
there is not a Conservative in the Mari- 
time I'rovincea who would have regarded 
it as singular or inconsistent. On the 
subject of the tariff, with which the Fin- 
ance Minister has more to do than any 
other member of the Government, ^Ir, 
I'ielding was particularly cautious. 
Kvery statement regarding it was sttidi- 
ously indefinite and carefully (lualilied. 
He said, aa reported by his own organ, 
the Halifax Chronicle: 

Any revenue tarill' that could be 
trained to meet the present circtini- 
stances of the country woulil probably 
allord incidentally a coiisiderable meas- 
ure of protection to manufacturing iii- 
dusliiea. So far as this incidental ad- 
vantage might go, the country would be 
satisfied to tiave the niantifacturers en- 
joy the benefit of it. But manufactur- 
ers should be advised to rely less on 
tariff aid and more on their intelligence 
and enterprise) and on the skill and in- 
dustry of their workmen. It would be the 
duty of the [iresent Government, while 
guar^linir to a reasonable extent 
the interests of inanufactnreia, to 
frame the tarill in the inleresta 
of the masses. That, however, 
did not mean that the manufactur- 
ing interests were to be siicriliced. Such 
a taritr |)()licy was not only in the inter- 
est of the consumerH, but in tln^ interest 
of leiiitiniate manufactnring industriea 
as weil. The beat thing the government 
could do for the permanent success of 
manufacturing interests wiis to endo.tvoi- 
to frame a policy which would give a 
better chance of proaperity to the masses 
of the people engaged in developing the 
natural resources of the Dominion. If 
this foundation of prosperity could be 
laid there would arise upon it strong, 
healthy and prosperous manufacturing 
indu.'Jtries. Tliese were the general ideas 
to be kept in mind in revising the ttiriH'. 
lint curt! must ne taken thitt, while aim- 
ing at the carrying out of these views 
no ra-jli or ill-considered measure ahouhl 
he a(lo|ite(l. We have to ileal with jirea- 
ent cotulitions of biiaiiiess, and great 
care must be taken to see that the de- 
fiiccd changes .shall he brought abinit 
with the leastjiosaible diaturbance. The 
iiitereslH involved were not those of 
iiKuiufaeturers only, largo and import- 
ant though these were. The afl'aira of 
manufacturers antl laborers and mer- 
chants and bankers were interwoven 
into a business fabric which required 
very (jareful handling in order that there 
might be malntainea that business con- 
fitlonco which waa so important an ele- 
ment in the proaperity of the country. 

This very careful and conservative ut- 
terance contrasts strikingly with the 
pre-election promises and professions of 
Grit poliriciiiDs. Their denunciations of 
the National Policy were unqualified, and 
the leader hiniaelf declared that 
every vestige of protection waa 
to be eliminated from the tariff. 
Vet we have the new Liberal 
Finance Minister talking of " incidental 
protection " and of revising the tariff in 
the interest of manufacturers. It is 
evident that Mr. Fielding doea not con- 
template any very wide dejiarture frnm 
(he trade policy pursued by the Con- 



servative'paTty dnring the last efghfeen 
years. The tariff will, no doUbt, be^ re- 
vised by the present Government, but 
we venture to predict that the changes 
which will be made will not bo eo im- 
portant, and will not effect so consider- 
able a reduction of taxation as tiie 
change made by the Hon . Mr. Foster 
when he took the duty off raw sugiir. 
It is clear enough that Mr. Fielding and 
Ilia colleagues have not the courage of 
iheir opinions aa expressed a thousand 
timea during tho laat ten years or so in 
their speeches and their writings. 

PROMISE AND PERFORMANCE. 

In the matter of the Manitoba school 
question the time for promising has pas- 
sed, and tho time for performing has 
come. Mr. Laiirier during the election 
campaign ])roiiiised to restore to the 
minority of Manitoba their schools. He 
found fault with the Government's re- 
medial bill because it was not strong 
enough. Hia supporters echoed his pro- 
mises, and denounced the Government's 
measure on tho same grounds. When 
the inandeinent of the Bialiopa apjieared 
tho Laurier candidates aaid that it suited 
them to a T. They were ready to ilo all 
that it required. On the strength of 
these promises and profesaions they 
were elected. The time has now come 
for them to fulfill tluur prom- 
ises. .Mr. baiirier asks tor six 
month's grace. The object of thia 
evidently is to give him a valid exci'se 
for not bringing down a remedial bill 
which is not " a half-hearted measure " 
at the first session of the new Pariia- 
inent. The promise to effect a settle- 
ment in six montha has tlone its work. 
Mr. Laurier is not expected to intro- 
duce a renuHlial bill dui intr the; coining 
Beaaioii. But six months will aoon jjaas 
and then the day of reckoning will 
arrive. A gentleman who speaks with 
authority said in Winnipeg tho other 
day : 

The school question is not settled by 
any means. Some of our public men 
are treating this important question very 
lightly, I consider, and before many 
montha they will discover, that it cannot 
be settled by mere assertiona from public 
))latforni8. In my opinion the school 
(luestion is the most crucial issue that 
our ( ioverniuents have to conteiul with 
to-day. 1 do not believe that the church 
will move one jot from the attitiuie it 
hits all aioiu: taken in the matter, and 
the only way a liiial settlement can Ije 
reached is by both jjarties making very 
liberal concessions to each other. 

There is evidently trouble aliead of the 
promising Premier. 



TIIE NORTH WARD SCHOOL. 

It is impossible to say how narrow 
was the escape of the children of the 
North Ward School. The building in 
which they assembled on Monday 

was evidently in an inaecuie 
coiulition. .N'o one appears to 
have beea aware of this. .-Vt the 
close 01 the last term the City i'liilding 
Inspector had reported the assembly 
room insecure and advised the Trustees 
not to use it, but he said nothing that 
would lead them to believe that the 
other parts ni the building were iin- 
gafe. Nevertheless, we are surprisetl 
that the TniHlees during the recess 
did not do what the Inspector advised 
to have the Assembly room made safe. 
They should have taken no risks in such 
a matter. As it turns out, making the 
changes advised by the Inspector would 
not have strengthened the structure 
where it most needed strengthening. 
Tho examination of tlu! whole buililing, 
instituleil by the Trustees, revealed a 
state of things which neither they nor 
as far as we can learn anyone else even 
suspected. The building is' 'how being 
thoroughly overhauled, and everything 
is to be done that ia reciuired to 
he (lone to make it iierfeclly secure, 
ao tliat when t\it: school is opened again 
no parent need have the slightest inis- 
giviiiij as t(j the safety of the children.

BY-LAWS ADVANCED. 

Market Regulations and Street Railway 
TrafTic— The James Bay Bridge De- 
clared Ready lor Use. 

The city council met last evening for 
the conaideration of several proposed by- 
laws. Mayor Beaven presided and there 
were also present Aid. Cameron, Par- 
tridge, Humphrey, Wilson, Williams 
iiid Maemillan. 

The James Bay bridge matter was 
brought up by Aid. Cameron, who 
wanted t(J know how it came that 
tiiough the repairs a]ipeared to he fin- 
ished the tramcars are not yet rnnriing 
over the bridge, much to the i neon veni- 
ence of the ])uhlic. He asked if the 
company have been iiifoniied that the 
bridge is open for tratlic. T() this the 
•Mayor replie 1 that the liriih-e has liueri 
open for the company's trallic since last 
.rniie, wdien they were nolitied to that 
eU'ect. Xow, however, that tho repairs 
asked by their engineer have been com- 
pleted, perhaps they should be ofhcially 
informed of the fajt. In tiiisconncutiun 
he mentioned that Hon. J. S. Helmcken 
had reported having overheard one of 
the workmen on the bridge say that 
it was} no use !;repairing it, as one 
of tho stringers was entirely rotten. The 
Mayor had proni])! ly reporteil this to the 
(Jity Miiginecr with a rcijiieHl for an 
e.\-aniiiiatu)ii ; tlie Clerk read the en- 
gineer's reply, wdiich was tluit he bad 
exaniiiicd all the stringers and found 
them perfectly aound. Aid. Partridge 
suggested that ])erhai)s it was not tlie 
"stringers" that Dr. Uelmcken meant, 
as other timbers that were rotten had 
been found in the bridge. Another re- 
port by the engineer stated that the re- 
liairs iiMwmmended by i\lr. liidl, CK., 
h;u'(! been (;om|)lete(l and that the 
bridge is ill iw "ready to he opeiied for 
trallic." it was resolved that the sub- 
stance of this report be communicated to 
the company. 

The next business taken up was the 
market regulation by-law, whiidi brought 
up a long discusaion on the priiicijile 
:ind iiiicipial application of market 
and hawkers fees. The by-law 
is pra('lic:ill\- a consolidation of the 
former by-law and the several aiiieiid- 
imnits made from time to tiriii?. It was 
reported corriiilt.'te fi-iiin committee of the 
w hole. 

The by-law to regulate street railway 
tratlic was read a second time and con- 
sidered in eoniniittee, after there had 
been n'ad a letter from McPhillips, 
Wootton ("v: Itariiard, sidicitors for' the 
company, taking exception to several of 
the sections as nnreasonahle ir as be- 
yond tho authority of the council. Tho 
maximum vvoigbt of car and passengers 
to he allowed to cross the James Bay or 
Ilock Bay bridge was reduced from 10 
tons as in tho draft to 8}4 tons, tlio pas- 
sengera being lirnitod to 30, and the 
speed of cars on bridges or trestle work 
to four miles an hour. Having dealt 
with the first twelve sections the com- 
mittee rose; and till- coiuicil adjourned 
at 10:-!(l p. III.

NORTH WAItl) SCHOOL. 

The Architect to Report This Afternoon on 
the Result of Hii Investigations, 

Mr. W. Ridirway Wilson, who on 
Wednesday was authorized by the school 
board to take charge of the operations to 
place the North Ward nchool building 
in a safe condition, had men at work 
yesterday on the stairs. The condition 
of these stairs was found even worHe 
than had been at first supposed. At the 
east entrance the trimmer joist which 
bears uj) the to)) of the slairoase was not 
long eiic)ugh to rest (jn iitiy support, hut 
was simjily nailed at the emls, and yet it 
has to bear very eoiiHiderable weifj;lit. 
The result was that the laiidiiigs sajrged 
badly at one end, drojipin^; a coiijile of 
iiichea. Yestordayit was (oiind on making 
an opening so as to examine tho under 
side) of the lower stuirciise on tlie north 
aide that there were no carriage beams 
at all to the steps. On the second story 
stairway the (carriage beams at the top 
had been fipliced and the stairway was 
HagL;ed to one side at the upper end. 

The chairman of the school board, 
.Mr. Charles Hayward, and Trustees 
liolyeu and L'^vell made an e-famination 
of tlio building yesterday with Mr. 
North cott and Mr. Eidgway Wil.son, and 
had the various defects alludeil to in tlie 
reports [jreeented at tho school boaril 
nieetinn explained to thiMii. The 
liiilj;;o in tho top of the brick 
main wall of the building where the 
truss bad i)inhed it oiitwar(is was |)lainly 
to be seen with the naked eye, and the 
bend in the heavy steel g'rder was quite 
apparent. The main structure, how- 
ever, is p;oo(l and Bubstaiitial, and when 
the defects already spoken of are 
remedied, the buildipp; will bo perfectly 
secure and safe auain. It is expected 
that the work will be completed in ten 
days. Tho school board were to liave 
had a meeting last night lo receive Mr. 
Ridgeway Wilson's report, but as it 
could not be prepared by that time the 
meeting will be held at 2 o'clock this 
afternoon. 
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Louis Stark's Death, After Many 
Mouths the Subject of a 
Prosecution.

A considerable sensation was caused 
among tho residents of Nanaimo on 
AVednesday of this week when it became 
generally known that during the previ- 
ous night Epbraim Hodgson, of Gar- 
berry district, had been arrested, with 
the terrible charge of murder to defend. 
Later in the day the matter made its 
uppearnnce in ^he police court, an ud- 
jouriiiiieiiL lieiiig asked for and obtained 
to enable the ])olico to perfect their evi- 
dence. " £ight days " was lixeil as the 
period of the continuation, but it is now 
stated that the prosecution will bo ready 
to proceed next Tuesday, when another 
i;liapter in what has been generally re- 
ferrei-l to as tho " Stark mystery " will be 
unlolilcd. 

It is witli tho killiti:; of the aged 
rancher l.ouid Stark that Hotiu'son is 
chartred, and the arrest miliirally re- 
vives spcciihition as lo the in.inner in 
wiiicli that iiiilortiiiiate man came to 
his initiimdy end. Stark was, it will be 
remembered, one of the tiisi "1 I'.rilish 
(.^oluiiibia'ti jjioneers, coiniii'.,' here m 
slavery days to linil freedom, lor he bad 
ildroiMif the iiCLiro Idood ill bis veins, 
and liad Ijeeii bom in boiidafze. 

.Vs the yeara went on he prospered in 
the Canadian west, so that in his dt)- 
clining years he was rated as at least 
couiforta'bly well-to-do. He would not, 
liowever, forsake the old cabin in wliien 
his manhood's happneM '"<d been 
found, and for years ived there alo le, 
with ICpliraiin I'lotlgfon ii= his nearjst 
nei^li ln>r, and Irccitient visits iroui uunt- 
itij.' ami li.shiiij,' parties, with whom his 
hosnitality was widely known, to break 
the iiioiiotony of existence. 

Tliere iloes not a])pear to have been ut 
any time any serious disagreement l>e- 
tween himself and llodu^oii, thoiiudi 
t;iey may have had dillerences of Ojiinion 
and" doiilitless (fxpicssed tbein Ireely. 
Still 1 tie i«^ was notliiin; in the way of a 
cjuarrel to be rememijered by the other 
residents of the district or to be suggest- 
ed aa a motive for the commission of 
crime. 

Un the morninir of February 2.S it was 
reported to the Nanaimo police by Mr. 
Hodgson that he had found the body of 
his old neighbor at the foot of a precijjice 
which is about midway between the two 
houses, and probably 50 yards oU" the 
trail leading (rora the one to the other. 
Hodgson had visited him the previous 
evening, he exi)lained, and had left 
shortly after dark, having first borrowed 
a pit liiinp to use incase ho found it ne- 
cessary in locatint; tlie trail. 

Tliis lanii) was lonnd in the pocket of 
the deceased, i)Ut no m itclies with it, 
aiKl the theory was at omte advaiu'cd 
that being unable to light his lamp. 
Stark bad lost the trail and fall- 
en over the clilV to his death. The 
suhseiiuent investigation iintiated by 
Superintendent Hnssey threw no dis- 
credit uj>on this opinion as to the facts 
of the case, and it was generally ac- 
cepted, although as the medical ex- 
amination did not definitely determine 
the cause of death the coroner's jury re- 
turned an open verdict. 

Hodgson at the inquest explained that 
he had had an engagement with Stark 
on the ll.Stli, and went to his cabin 
in eoiise(iiier •(:(.' ; not limling him home 
he bail niadesearcli and ha.l oeen guiiieil 
to the body by the howling of Stalk's 
dog, which faithfully guarded his 
master's remains. 

Stark's son had, however, bi.'come 
tlujriMiuhly impressed with tbi? belief 
that 1 lodfison bad murdered liis fa' her, 
and lindirig that tlu! inqoiriesj of tie- 
police ilid not aflbrd any aru'iimciil in 
support of this, he en^ajxcil several 
private deti'ctives, who have lieen at 
work iluring the past liltecn months. 
One of tbe.se is Miicfarlane, tlie same 
detective on whoso information the 
Sharpe tlymLiiiitiiig case was re-opened 
a few mouths ago, though without re- 
snlt. 

He it was who laid the information 
upon which the warrant for 1 lodgson 's 
arrest issueil, and althoiit;h it la not 
known a.s yet what evidence; lie has 
in his jiossesaion, Pri'vincial Chief 
•Stewart has been instructed to leiui him 
every assistance — as the aiitlKirities feel 
that li(! m list have strong testimony or 
he would not have vi'iiinred upon so 
serious a Hiep. The arrest was made by 
c'lnstabli! .Vhd.ean and did not surprise 
in the sliiihtest either Hodgson or his 
wife. Tl'.ey bad been aware for a year 
or more of the operations of the detec- 
tives, they said, hut having nothing to 
fear quietly awn i ted developments. 

YUKON NOTHS. 

steamer rncilltics Doubled to IVlcet the Ever 
liicrenaiu^ Trade of the District. 

The following itiMiiH from tin; far .\ortl 
wdiich may prove of sonio interest to the 
mercantile coiumunity and others 
showing tlio increased volume of trade in 
that region have been furnislied by Capt 
William Moore. Last year the .Maska 
Commercial Company added to their 
lleetol river steamerH by the construc- 
tion ol a line 400 ton vessel with com- 
pound engines. This year further addi- 
tions will be made by the completion of 
live more vessels which the company 
have under construction, namely, the 
powerful steamer Delia, with compound 
engines; the steamer Beaver and three 
large barges, each having a carrying 
capacity of over 800 tons. The addition 
of these veasels will double the carrying 
facilities already jjoasessed by this com- 
pany, who are pntliiif; forth their best 
"orta to meet tlie recpiirements of the 
larKO share of trade enjoyed by them. 

Jlessrs. Newman it Se.liloss, the man- 
agerH of the company, are now in tlie 
district on an insjiection tour of the 
company's various trading [losts, and if 
the activity displayed by these gentle- 
men is of any eiijnificaiu'e, there ahould 
be no danger of a shortage of sup[)lie3 
overtaking the large niiiu bor ol niineis 
who intend to niniain in the district this 
winter. The latter have found out by 
experionco that they can work the 
deeper ground more cheaply in the win- 
ter season than ia the summer, as they

Men, Woniou iiiul Cliildrcu Droppiiif 
Dead on the Streets— 
The Death Boll. 



New \'ouK,Aug. 13.- — During tfie jjast 
six nights the therniometor has fullen 
but a fesv degrees from the limits regia- 
tered during the hottest part of the day. 
The heat on .Monday night held almost 
stationary at 81 degrees until 4 o'clock 
Tuesday morning. As soon as the sun 
began to ascend the tliermonieter did 
likewise, until all previous records for 
.Vngust 11 were broken. Tho high- 
est previous record for August 11 
was degrees in IS'j;!, and 9l' 

degrees in 1H'.)2, while the register on 
tho to]) of the Manhattan Life Insur- 
ance building, wliere the weather bureau 
ia situated, showed 1)3 degrees, and the 
humidity, which was far worse than the 
boiling Hun, stood at 70, and down ou the 
streets it was not leas than 5 degrees 
warmer. A thermometer hung in the 
Itortico of the city hall in this i;ity, 
within reach of the heat radiated from 
the asphalt walk, but still in the shade, 
indicated 112 above zero. 

The healed term in Xew York and 
vicinity lias not come to a close, but its 
violence has subsided appreciably. At 
10 ;30 this iiioriiiug the therinuiueter in 
the weather observer's tower inilicated 
8'2 degrees against 85 (Jegrcealor thesiiiiie 
hour yesterday. 

The ilejiartment of public works has 
come to the relief of tho tenement house 
districts, and forites of men with hose 
carts are patrolling the streets of these 
sections nnd Hooding Ihein with water 
fruii, the corner hydrants. Young and 
old rush in groups under the streams 
from the hose, and the night t!cenes 
among the tenements us the relief par- 
lies make their rounds are unpre- 
cedented. 

.Men ami women walking along the 
slrccts drooped ill their tracka and died 
before jihysicians eould he aiimiiioiied, 
and horses died as Llii)iiL:h Htriclcmi by a 
plaiiuc. .Many factoi ica wm-e ( losed, luid 
outdoor workers were cnnipclli.'d to droji 
their tools and lind shidter iliiriiig the 
hours when the snn was the liottost.
